Hotel at Memphis, Tennessec, at which cotton producers, consumers, 
processors, and manufacturers end other interested partics will be heard 
on the following qucstions: 


1. Whether the current averag: farm price for cotton is less 
than the fair exchange valuc thercof, 


2. Whether the average farm price of cotton is likely to be less 
than the fair cxchange valuc theroof for the period in which the produc- 
tion of said commodity during the current or next succecding marketing 
year is normally marketed. 


3. Whether the conditions and factors relating to the production, 
marketing, and consumption of cotton are such thet the cxercise, with 
respect to cotton, of any ons or more of the powers conferred upon the 
Secretary of Agriculture under subssctions (2) and (3) of Section 8 of the 
Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amended, will tend to cffoctuate the de- 
Clarcd policy of said Act. 


4. Whether the exercise of the power to provide for adjustment i 
acreage or in the production for market, or both, of cotton through agr 
ments with producers of cotton, or by other voluntary methods, end to pro=- 
vide for rental or benefit paymonts in connection with such agrcemcnts or 
other voluntary mcthods, is administrstively practicable and best cel- 
culatcd to offcetuate the declarcd policy of said Act. 


Under section 291 (c) of General Reguletions, Series B, prescribod 
under the Agricultural Adjustment Act, as amemded, by the Socrctary of 
Agriculture on Sertember 17, 1935, and approved by the President on 
september 18, 1955, the Secrotary of Acriculturs has determined that an
